The  purpose  of  this  bibliography  is  to  bring  together  researches  com- 
pleted by  rural  sociologists  in  the  United  States  from  the  beginnings  of 
the  development  of  this  field  in  the  early  nineteen  hundreds  to  the  present 
time.  While  rural  sociology  in  the  United  States  is  young,  its  relatively 
few  workers  have  produced  a  large  number  of  researches  that  are  useful  for 
teaching,  for  its  own  future  development,  for  extension  and  research  work- 
kers  in  rural  life  problems,  and  for  agency  organizers  and  leaders. 

The  bibliography  is  an  outgrowth  from  a  seminar  conducted  by  the  author 
for  graduate  students  in  the  Department  of  Rural  Sociology  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity over  the  past  several  years. 

The  references  included  are  primarily  rural  sociology  research  publi- 
cations. Background  publications  are  included  in  the  first  part  of  the 
bibliography  relating  to  the  early  development  of  research,  teaching,  and 
extension  in  this  field,  together  with  materials  that  were  important  to  the 
early  development  of  interest  in  American  rural  life  problems  „ 

The  bibliography  is  organized  by  subjects  and  by  authors.   There  are 
included  h6   subject  areas  in  which  researches  have  been  produced.  They  are 
presented  in  alphabetical  order  and  the  references  under  each  subject  are 
listed  in  alphabetical  order.  Where  a  publication  includes  in  its  title 
reference  to  more  than  one  important  subject,  it  is  listed  under  the  several 
subjects.  However,  the  full  title  and  place  of  publication  is  given  only  in 
the  first  reference  in  which  it  appears.  When  it  appears  under  a  following

subject,  the  name  of  the  author  is  given,  and  reference  to  its  first  listing 
is  ma&eo   For  example,  the  article  by  Frank  D,  Alexander  on  "Religion  in  a  Rural 
Community  in  the  South"  that  appeared  in  the  American  Soc.  Review,  Vol.  6,  p.24l 
is  first  listed  under  the  subject  "Attitudes"  as  reference  1.  The  article  also 
deals  with  the  church  and  with  community,  so  is  listed  under  each  of  these  sub- 
jects. But  in  its  listing  under  "Church"  and  under  "Community",  only  the  author's 
name  is  given  and  the  instruction,  "See  Attitudes  1."  This  procedure  is  followed 
to  make  cross  reference  possible,  yet  to  avoid  unnecessary  repetition.  A  few 
references  are  included  because  of  their  usefulness  in  studying  work  in  a  particu- 
lar research  field  that  were  not  produced  by  rural  sociologists. 

The  bibliography  by  authors  is  also  by  alphabetical  order.  It  gives  the 
pages  on  which  the  various  researches  of  an  author  are  listed.. 

The  compiler  is  aware  that,  although  effort  has  been  made  to  include  all  re- 
searches, there  are  probably  important  omissions.  No  attempt  was  made  to  include 
all  research  articles  published  in  Rural  Sociology,  the  Journal  of  the  Rural  Socio- 
logical Society.  A  separate  index  of  these  is  being  produced  by  the  society.  It 
was  a  difficult  task  to  locate  all  of  the  research  publications  of  rural  sociolo- 
gists. The  compiler  offers  his  apologies  to  any  colleague  whose  work  was  inad- 
vertently omitted. 

No  bibliography  is  final.   This  one  is  a  beginning.  It  is  planned  to  issue 
a  supplement  as  soon  as  the  accumulation  of  further  researches  justify..  There- 
fore, rural  sociologists  are  asked  to  send  this  compiler  complete  information  on 
researches  that  have  not  been  included.
